MIDEAST NEWS 

ISRAEL AND EGYPT INITIAL SINAI AGREEMENT 

BOTH EGYPT AND ISRAEL MONDAY INITIALED THE NEW SINAI 
PEACE PACT ARRANGED BY SECRETARY OF STATE KISSINGER AS A 
STEP TOWARD A PERMANENT MIDDLE EAST PEACE. 

FOLLOWING THE SIGNING OF THE DOCUMENT, ISRAELI PRIME 
MINISTER RABIN SAID (ON ABC/CBS FILM): "WE BELIEVE THAT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THE CAUSE OF PEACE MEANS TO TAKE RISKS FOR THESE ACHIEVEMENTS." 
ECHOING HIS SENTIMENTS, KISSINGER SAID (ON ABC/CBS FILM): 

"THE ROAD TO PEACE HAD TO BE TRAVELED AT SOME POINT, AND THE 
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FIRST STEP WAS BOUND TO BE DIFFICULT." 

"HAVING CONVINCED THE GOVERNMENTS OF ISRAEL AND EGYPT. 

KISSINGER S ONLY REMAINING OBSTACLE IS THE U.S. CONGRESS," 

TED KOPPEL (ABC) RPORTED. "AND HE WILL TRY TO CONVINCE ITS 
MEMBERSHIP THAT THE VAST SUMS OF MONEY GOING TO ISRAEL ARE 
ONLY SLIGHTLY MORE THAN THE U.S. COMMITMENT TO ISRAEL WOULD 
HAVE REQUIRED ANYWAY. 

"AS FOR THE AMERICAN TECHNICIANS AND THE SUGGESTION OF 
IT BECOMING A VIETNAM-TYPE INVOLVEMENT, KISSINGER WILL ARGUE 
THAT BOTH SIDES HAVE REQUESTED THE AMERICAN PRESENCE. AND 
PERHAPS MOST COMPELLING OF ALL, HE WILL POINT OUT THAT THE 
AGREEMENT HAS ALREADY BEEN SEALED, AND FAILURE TO APPROVE THE 
TECHNICIANS WOULD WRECK THE WHOLE DEAL." 

"FOR THE ISRAELIS IT WAS AN ANXIOUS SET OF INITIALS, 

MANY ISRAELIS BELIEVING THAT INK TOUCHED PAPER ONLY BECAUSE 
OF U.S. PRESSURE," BERNARK KALB (CBS) REPORTED. "THE FORD 
ADMINISTRATION PLANS TO COMPENSATE ISRAEL FOR THE RISKS 
JERUSALEM SEES IN THE AGREEMENT BY PROPOSING AID TO THIS

FORD WARNS OF SERIOUS CONSQUENCES IF CONGRESS BLOCKS SINAI ACCORD 

PRESIDENT FORD MONDAY WARNED OF SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES IF 
CONGRESS REFUSES TO APPROVE THE USE OF AMERICAN ELECTRONIC 
EXPERTS TO MAN THE NEW INTERIM SINAI SETTLEMENT. FORD SAID 
THE PRESENCE OF AMERICANS "IS A VITAL INGREDIENT IN ASSURING 
BOTH EGYPT AND ISRAEL THAT THE AGREEMENT WILL BE UPHELD." 

AFTER IN THE INITIALING OF THE PACT, FORD CALLED EGYPTIAN 
PRESIDENT SADAT AND ISRAELI PRIME MINISTR RABIN TO EXPRESS 
HIS PLEASURE WITH THE AGREEMENT. IN HIS CALL TO SADAT, FORD 
CALLED THE AGREEMENT "THE MOST HISTORIC OF THE DECADE, PERHAPS 
THE CENTURY," AND PROMISED THAT THE U.S. WOULD DO ITS PART TO 
SEE THAT THE AGREEMENT IS IMPLEMENTED IN SPIRIT AS WELL AS

"WE WILL CONTINUE TO DEVELOP THE GOOD RELATIONS BETWEEN 
EGYPT AND THE UNITED STATES. THIS IS THE WAY THAT THE UNITED 
STATES CAN CONTINUE TO PLAY A CONSTRUCTIVE ROLE IN THE MOST 
IMPORTANT AREA, THE MIDDLE EAST," FORD SAID (ON ABC FILM). 

BUT WHILE THE PRESIDENT'S WORDS WERE CLEAR, HIS TELEPHONE 
CONNECTION WITH SADAT LEFT MUCH TO BE DESIRED. "EVEN THOUGH 
IT MAY HAVE BEEN AMONENT FOR THE HISTORY BOOKS, IT ALSO 
DEMONSTRATED THAT PRESIDENTS CAN HAVE AS MUCH TROUBLE AS THE 
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REST OF US WITH OVERSEAS PHONE CALLS," BOB SCHEIFFER (CBS) 
REPORTED. 

TALKING TO REPORTERS AFTERWARDS, THE PRESIDENT SAID HE 
EXPECTS SOME CRITICISM OF THE AGREEMENT, ESPECIALLY OF THE 
STATIONING OF U.S. TECHNICIANS IN THE NEW DISENGAGEMENT ZONE. 

BUT FORD SAID (ON ABC/CBS FILM): "IF WE HAD NOT ACHIEVED THIS 
HISTORIC SETTLEMTN, THE ALTERNATIVE WOUL 
HAVE BEEN TURMOIL, 

INCREASED TENSION, OBVIOUSLY GREATER DANGERS IN THE MIDDLE EAST

FORD SAID (ON CBS FILM): "BY THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN

FORD DEFENDED DETENTE WITH THE SOVIET UNION AND EXPESSED 
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THE VIEW THAT A NUCLEAR ARMS LIMITATION PACT COULD BE

BY 52 TO 28 PERCENT, THE PUBLIC IS WORRIED THAT "SO MANY 
SECRETS OF THE CIA HAVE BEEN MADE PUBLIC THAT THE FUTURE 
ABILITY OF THE CIA TO OPERATE WELL HAS NOW BEEN THREATENED." 

IN THE LAST YEAR, THE PUBLIC HAS GIVEN THE CIA NEGATIVE 
MARKS IN HARRIS SURVEYS, BUT THAT CRITICISM HAS NOT BEEN 
RISING DESPITE MORE RECENT DISCLSOURES ABOUT THE AGENCY'S

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SINAI AGREEMENT BETTER THAN NOTHING 
DAVID BRINKLEY (NBC) 

THE MODEST AGREEMENT IN THE MIDDLE EAST IS SEEN BY ALL 
SIDES AS MODERATELY GOOD NEWS IN THE SENSE THAT TI WAS 
BETTER THAN NOTHING AND THAT THE FEW ALTERNATIVES WERE WORSE. 

BOTH SIDES GET A LITTLE SOMETHING OUT OF IT, INCLUDING 
BILLIONS IN AMERICAN MONEY, AND IT DOES BUY SOME TIME FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS TOWARD SOME KIND OF FINAL SETTLEMENT. SO IN TIMES 
LIKE THESE IT PROBABLY QUALIFIES AS GOOD NEWS. 

ONE DIFFICULTY REMAINS: THAT IS THE STATIONING OF AMERICAN 
CIVILIAN TECHNICIANS BETWEEN THE ARABS AND THE ISRAELIS. CON-

TROUBLE. IT'S THE EASIEST PART BECAUSE SADAT IS BOTH THE
